The industri- 
ous white men, who would dot every section 
with farm-houses and fields of waving grain, 
are kept out under pretense of respecting the 
rights of the Indians, while a few rich syndi- 
cates slip in through the back-door of illegal 
negotiation and bribery and gobble up mill- 
ions of acres for a song. The time has 
plainly come fer a change in the whole mat- 
ter of these lands in the Indian Tersitory. 
The system of tribal relations must be aban- 
doned for citizenship, and the lands so long 
reserved should be opened to settlers who may 
desire and are able to purchase them, 


I8SsuURB WITH OKLAHOMA LAND 
THIEVES. 

What makes the Oklahoma business so in- 
terésting to the country at large is that it 
brings to a sharp edge the issue between the 
masses and the numberless rings at Washing- 
ton and elsewhere that have for years been 
robbing the people of their lands. When 
Senator Ingalls said in the debate in Congress 
the other day that there were now but 25,-

Toilets have for some time past been spoken 
of as costumes. This is easily explained, |

the eighteenth century turnish many happy 
inspirauons. Large . draperies forming 
farthingale trimmings around the hips, small 
waiste, flat skirts, lace, rich silver, gilt and 
steel embroidery all belong to this period, 
Even the fashionable shades of those days are 
in favor at present. Most popular among 
these 1s vert lumiere,“ a light tint of green 
with a glided tone. This would seem faded 
were it not that the material and ribbon with 
which the costumes are trimmed are so fresh. 
The peculiar shade of green alluded to is not 
generally becoming, as it exacts a young face 
with fine features. All Louis XVI. shades are 
in great demand. They are arranged in many 
Striking combinations, and usually produce 
most successful effects. A bonnet in Louis XV. 
tints has a crown covered with embroidered 


tulle, worked with large flowers in relief in 
light moss green.

The 
strings are of moire ribbon. 

Rococo bows are made for ball and eventing 
coiffures. They often combine ribbon velvet 
and moire, surmounted by an aigret of feathers 
or flowers. 


EVENING SUITS. 


Suits for evening wear combining velvet 
with some other fabric are made otherwise 
when they have short skirts than with jong. 
ones. Short skirts are narrow and usually 
covered up the front with some silk fabric em- 
broidered in light shades and gracefuily 
draped. The waists for wear with these skirts 
may have some velvet trimmings, or may be 
wholly of velvet with silk trimmings to match 
the skirt. The silk forms a drapery fastened 
on the side under a bunch of flowers, or a 
small drapery folded in three plaits and fol- 
lowing the lines of the low neck, which 
opens in fichu style back and front. Long 
train skirts are differently arranged. In 
this case the narrow skirt is of the 
light texture, while the waist and 
court mantie open over the wunderdress. 
There are many ways of trimming this kind of 
toilet, hut lace and embroideries shaded or of 
different colors with gold and silver threads 
running through the designs are most used: 
Laces are employed to cover the narrow skirts, 
which m this case are only lined with silk or 
satin. Sometimes the lace forms a full tu- 
nic. Old point lace makes a beautiful tunic: 
Another arrangement with lace consists in 
having two or three deep flounces on the skirt. 
Old reddi-h Malines lace may be taken up the 
skirt in a number of narrow flovnces. Lace 
with gold or silver intermixed is made in 
aprons and plastrons. Some colored flowers 
harmonize better than others with gola and 
silver. For instance, light pink, blue, or white 
combined with green sprigs are suitable for 
silver. Yellow, red, and purple tints are most 
showy with goid. 

Many black and white dresses are worn in 
Paris. Young ladies have white lace skirts for 
use with different waists. Sometimes the waist 
is of white satin or faille to match the skirt 
under the lace, or else this may be of fancy 
silk, glazed taffetas, or pekin. A sash is often 
tuken around the waist and tied in tne back in 
a large bow, which reaches to the lower part of 
the skirt. This sash is of a breadth of veivet, 


in front, and have small round basques, which 
are taken under the sash.

The latest Parisian fashion for dressing the 
hair is to have it cut very short, as it was worn 
in the early part ot this century by Mme. 
Récamier and Queen Hortense. At fashionable 
reunions in Paris the hair is arranged in this 
way, and bas bands or wreaths of natural 
flowers. Bands of diamonds and braceiets of 
precious stones are also placed flat against the 
hair. Some ladies adopt the Sévigné coiffure. 
This style is very appropriate with toilets of 
velours frappé, brocade, and damask, with very 
long trains. Queen Marie Christine has also 
arranged a coiffure after designs ot the eight- 
eenth century, and the novelty has already 
met with considerable success. The hair 
is divided into three parts. The 
first forme small ocuris over the fore 
head, the second is rolled back, and the third 
forms a tuft in the shape of a crown. The 
hair is sometimes taken back off che forehead. 
Curls are again worn in the back of the neck, 
but only with low-necked dresses. Many young 
Parisian ladies powder their bair. 

Crinolines are not yet worn, although some 
French dressmakers have tried to revive the 
fashion. Basties consist of a horse-bair cusn- 
ion about six inches square. The petticoat 
worn with this article has two springs which 
serve to keep the cushion in place.

A MEMBER ON PARLIAMENT TELLS OF THE 

EVENT. 

Here it was that your correspondent met 
John Puleston, M. P., who is well known to 
nearly all Americans. He resides very near 
by, in Dean's yard. On being asked for in- 
formation Mr. Puleston said: 

“My family was at lunch a few minutes 
after 2, when a loud explosion was heard, 
shaking our house and causing my daughters 
much fright. Before the consternation was 
over there was a second explosion, not quite so 
Joud. Our servant we immediately sent to 
make inquiries. Our first impression was that 
the explosion came from the Abbey. Before 
the man returned [ ran over and found an im- 
mense crowd already gathered around the 
closed gates of Palace yard entrance. Of 
course I was admitted and entered Westminster 
Hall, which you have seen for yourself. Amid 
the natural confusion prevailing when I ar- 
rived—only a quarter of an hour after the ex- 
plosion — it was difficult to get at 
the precise fnets, but I found from 
tne pollce that a stranger com- 

out of the crypt was seen by a lady, as 


„ the stairs leading to Westminster 


Hall, to drop a parcel about two feet in length, 
apparently rolled as an overcoat, which had a 
belt around it. Forgetting him, she immedi- 
ately pointed it out to Policeman Cole, who 
picked it up, and, after getting to the top of 
the stairs into the hall, some heat within, as 
he said, caused bim to drop it, when an explo- 
sion instantly occurred, slightly injuring ber 
and fatally injuring Cole and Policeman Cox, 
who was near him. This explosion brought to 
the spot at once all in the building at the time. 
THE SCENE IN THE HOUSE. 

“Immediately after a second explosion oo- 
curred in the House itself. When I entered 
the House of Commons the scene beggars de- 

ription. Dynamite had evidently been thrown 
inside the lobby on the Government'side, near 
or at the entrance of the place, directly 
under the Peers’ gallery reserved for Usitors. 
The destruction there was very great. The 
pillars supporting the gallery, with the seats 


and doors tnereabouts—in fact, all the wood- 


work and also the glass in that quarter—were 
buried, some to the -cenfre and some 
to the farther end of the house, but 
confined chiefly to the tame side 
of the chamber. The Speaker's chair was m- 
jured, and several seats usually occupied by 
Ministers and members behind the Treasury 
bench were ripped up. The chamber was not 
much damaged, and can be repaired in a week. 
Fortunately, Indeed, the House was not in ses- 
sion, for a falling pillar struck Mr. Glad- 
stone’s seat. Among the official person- 
ages I saw Lord Hartington, Mr. Childers, 
and half a dozen of .my.feliow-members of Par- 
liament, who looked sadly at the wreck. Sev- 
eral foreign Ministers were present, among 
them the French Ambassador, M. Waddington. 
M. Waddington said to me, with a gopd deal of 
feeling, that it disgraced bumanity that such 
uses should be made of the great progress in 
science. We must all await daylight before a 
minute examination can be made, as the gas- 
pipes are injured. 
DARK CLOUDS. 

I fear this calamity, coming at a time of other 
great anxieties, may have a prejudicial effect 
upon the health of the Prime Minister. I hope 
such may not be the case. We live politically 
with dark clouds hanging over Engiand’s im- 
perial horizon, and dynamite will not help to 
make the clouds. roll by, especially when wait- 
ing breathless with anxiety to hear from Gen. 
Stewart. I have just returned from the hos- 
pital,” concluded the member of Par- 
liament, “and find the second po- 
liceman’s recovery hoped for, but 
Cole, who picked up the clothing, cannot live 
from his injuries and the shock. His speech 
and hearing are gone, but he is able to recog- 


| nize friends.” 


A SCENE OF DEVASTATION. 
Upon viewing the House of Commons THE 
TRIBUNE correspoudent found, as Mr. Puleston 
described, the chamber much wrecked. Near 
the lobby the scene was one of devastation. 
„These three or four dynamite outrages, 
said a Government engineer as the correspond- 
ent left, prove that impromptu explosions 
will not injure solid masonry.” 


RESULTS. 
AUDACITY AND DARING. OF THE SKULKING 
FIENDS. 


Lonpon, Jan. 24.—|Specia!l.}—Tne universal 
opinion regarding today's dynamite explosion 
is that this series of outrages was the best 
planned and, politically, the most important 
that has ever been perpetrated by Engiand’s 
skulking enemies. The audacity and daring 
displayed in the planning and execution of the 
plot exceed even that shown in the act of 
bravado of exploding dynamite against the 
walls of the volice Central Station in Scotland 
Yard. The police bave proved themselves as 
useless and impotent on this occasion as usual. 
Their fussy and imconsequeat endeavors 

all sides, and 
freely expressed 
that today’s disaster will so complete 
the disgrace of the present police administra- 
tion as to compe! a radical change. Reporters 
visiting Scotland Yard found the officials in a 
state of rage, dismay, and flurry. All informa- 
tion was brusquely refused, simply because 
they knew nothing outside of what they had 
learned from the newspapers. The popular 
ferment has been unequaled iu the modern his- 
tory of London. 
A DELIBERATE PLOT. 

It is fed chiefly by the belief that the time 
and places of the explosions were deliberately 
chosen with the intention to maim and kill in- 
nocent people. Saturday afternoon bas become 
the workingman's holiday since the system of 
paying the weekly wages Friday night Was gen- 
erally adopted several years ago. It is also the 
favorit time for country people coming up to 
London to visit the public buildings, and, as 
Saturday is one of the three days in the week 
on which the Tower may be visited without an 
admission fee, that place is always thronged

sion, In the meantime scores of people had 
fied panic stricken, and it is more than prob- 
able that the miscreants, having been the only 
ones who were forewarned of the explosion, 
were among the first to escape. 

At the time of the explosion in the ancient 
banquet-hall, now used as an armory, there 
were five visitors in the room. All of them 
were thrown to the floor and seriously injured. 
In the adjoining room there were forty per- 
sons. all of whom were more or less hurt. 

A MYSTERIOUS WOMAN. 

Some hours after the explosion a soldier re- 
membered the visit to the Tower of a woman, 
who was apparentiy about to become a 
mother, and who was tenderly assist- 
ed along «by a tall soldierly-look- 
ing man. Both vanish before the 
gates were closed. The police are now gnash- 
ing their teeth, believing that the woman was 
padded with dynamite. The gatekeeper at the 
Tower remembers the en ce of the mis- 
Bhapen female, but cannot remember the de- 
parture of auy woman having such a peculiar 
appearance. The theory continually gains 
ground that this mysterious female was the 
active ageut in the Tower éxplosion. 

BOLD WOMEN. 

In regard to the explosions at Westminster 
Hall and the House of Commons the Parlia- 
mentary police have conferred with and cross- 
examined every one they could find who seemed 
to have any knowledge of tne subject. The result 


is the discovery of various incidents which | 


lead to the belief that the explosives were de- 
posited in both the house and the crypt of 
Westminster Hall by women, who carried the 
infernal apparatus in parceis concealed under 
their cloaks. It was fortunate that the explo- 
sion in the Westminster crypt occurred before 
the one in the House of Commons, for the 
noise caused over a hundred persons to rush 
from the latter building to inquire the meaning 
ofthe report. The result was that but few vis- 
itors were left in the vicinity of the sec- 
ond explosion, and thus a fearful loss 
of life was averted. It is remarked as a curi- 
ous circumstance that the portion of the House 
of Commons occupied by the Radical benches 
was where the most damage was done. Re- 
garding the wreck of Mr. Gladstone’s seat an 
irreverent wag suggests that he must have 
left in his chair a spegch which fermented. 
AN UNPRECEDENTED SENSATION. 

The sensation caused througbout the United 
Kingdom by the explosions is almost unpre- 
cedented. So great bas been the demand for 
intelligence concerning the outrages that 
one of the London news agencies 
up to 10 oclock tonight filled orders 
for 1,200 accounts, sending them to 
almost every town of consequence in England, 
Ireland, Scotland, and Wales. 

The universal feeling is one of dismay, 
coupled with a thirst for vengeance, which is 
only igtensified by the fact that it is baffled for 
want of knowing upon whom it should be 
wreaked. The explosions for the time over- 
shadow even the anxiety regarding the fate of 
Gen. Stewart's army in the Soudan, and their 
plight is likely to be lost sight of unless the 
newspapers, as they doubtless will, insist upon 
the need of rescuing England's defenders 
abroad, notwithstanding disasters at home. 

REPRISALS. 

Anti-Irish outrages are certain to occur as 
reprisals for today’s casualties. Vigilance 
committees are talked of, and will probably be 


formed within twenty-four hours. Sensible 


Irishmen have long complained that every such 
outrage as those perpetrated today adds to the 
difficuity of honest and peaceable Irishmen 
finging employmentin the United Kingdom, 
and it is certainly true that the difficulty has 
enormousiy increased during the last few 
months. Oertain bigoted Celtophobists sug- 
gest a confederation of employers throughout 
the Kingdom in which all the members shall 
pledge themselvos by oath not to employ Irish- 
men. The Tories attach significance to the 
coincidence that the outrages occurred just 
after Mr. Parnell’s inflammatory fpecehes at 


Cork. 
STORY OF ONE OF THE INJURED. 


Your correspondent this evening had an in- 
terview with Mr, Edwin Green, a civil engineer, 
who was terribly injured by the explosion in 


the House of Commons, and who was removed 


to the Westminster Hospital in Broad Sanctu- 
ary, near the Parliament buildings. Mr. Green, 
who was lying in bed and covered with lint and 
bandages, was able to give your correspondent 
the only accurate account of the finding of the 
infernal machine that exploded in the House 
that has yet been given. Mr. Green said: 

J was visiting the House of Commons on a 
sight-seeing trip with my wife and her sister, 
who, by the way, are both Irishwomen,. As 
we were descending the stairway leading to the 
crypt my wife noticed a roll which looked like 
clothmg lying on one of the stone steps. 
Smoke was issuing from the roll. My wife ex- 
claimed. What's that? It looks like dyna- 
mite. We were all frightened and rushed 
back, yelling to the frst oliceman 
we saw. His name is Cole. He 
seized the bundle and ran upstairs with 
it, meanmg to carry it out of the 
building. Just as he reached the top step lead- 
ing into the hall be dropped the bundle, and it 
exploded with the most terrible report I ever 
beard. Both the ladies who were with me were 
thrown to the ground, bruised and half stripped. 
They both fainted. I was huried a dozen feet 
and dashed violently to the stone floor. Some 
of my ribs are broken, and I am bruised in 
many places. My clothing was torn to tatters.“ 

Policeman Cole was fearfully wounded, and 
another constable named Cox, who came to his 
assistance, was almost equally injured. Late 
in the evening Mr. Green, who seemed to be 
doing well when seen by your correspondent, 
had a relapse, and the doctors now hardly hope 
to save his life. 

THE GOVERNOR OF THE TOWER. 

Your correspondent also sought an interview 
this evening with Gen. Sir Richard James 
Dacres, G. C. B., Constable and Chief Governor 
of the Tower of London. The old soldier 
scowled at the reporter when he imprudentiy 
remarked that he was cabling accounts of tne 
disasters to Ameriéa. . Then the Governor said: 

„As a rule there are more American than 
English visitors to the Tower. In the winter, 
however, the proportion is reversed, and this 
outrage was unfortunately perpetrated in the 
wipter.

Tne idea so blufiy expressed by Gen. Dacres 
finds expression tonight wherever English peo- 
pie congregate to talk over the outrages. Cu- 
riously enough, Mr. Lowell, who bad been an- 
nounced to speak at this evening’s annual 
soiree of the Academy of Music for the educa- 
tion of the blind, sent an apology by telegraph 
this afternoon saying that the condition ot his 
health was such that he would be unable to at- 
tend. This raised a rumor that the American 
Minister bad been among the visitors at the 
House of Commons and bad been injured by 
the explosion there. This rumor, however, 
proved to be entirely unfounded. 

A CHEER FOR THE UNITED STATES. ’ 

The one relief to the terrible excitement 
which agitated the metropolis the whole after- 
noon was the cablegram sent from Washing- 
ton by the Cabie News announcing the intro- 
duction in the United States Senate by Mr. 
Edmunds of a bill aimed at the suppression of 
the manufacture and possession of dynamite 
for murderous and treasonable uses abroad. 
This cablegram contained the text of the bill 
and the substance of the speech made by Mr. 
Edmunds in advocacy thereof. It was posted 
uv in front of the Cable News office in New 
Bridge street, and attracted such a crowd that 
the street was soon blocked, and Ludgate 
Circus, adjoining, crowded with people. When 
the contents of the dispatch were made known 
to the entire crowd a cheer was given for the 
United States. The cablegram was used in the 
late editions of the evening papers, and was 
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transmitted over the tickers of the Electric 
News Company toover 200 of the late city 
clubs, in most of which the dgate Circus 
scene was rebnacted within smaller confines. 
The prompt action of the American Senator 
has produced a most favorable impression, and 
will undoubtedly draw out strong encomiums 
from the English press. 
EXAMINING THE VISITORS. 

The detention and examination of the visit- 
ors who happened to be within the Tower build- 
ings and grounds at the time of the explosion 
lasted four hours. Many of these unfortunate 
sightseers bad come from long distances to 
enjoy a holiday at the historic place, and the 
inconvenience of the temporary prrest was in 
most cases extremely trying and exasperat ing. 
Many of those who dwelt within the city were 
hardly less incommoaed by the detention. In 


‘some cases these latter wired to friends to 


come and identify them, but even this proved 
fruitless, because no strangers were permitted 
to enter for any purpose. Even well-accred- 
ited reporters were denicd the privilege of get- 
ting as much as their noses within the sacred 
precincts. 

ENERGETIC NEWSP 8. 

One result of the excitement 
of an enormous and unprecede energy on 
the part of the afternoon pres of London. 
All the evening papers issued editions once 
every hour up to 10 o'clock. g 

The Pall Mall Gazette, which for a year past 
has been modeling its enterprise after that of 
American dailies, surprised itself today. It 
succeeded in colleeting and publishing before 
10 o'clock every incident and detail of the his- 
tory of all of the outrages. which bad up to 
that hour been ascertained, and mlustrated its 
narratives with  ¢opions and artistic 
diagrams, maps, and mustrations of every- 
thing pertaining, to , the subject that 
was possible to make interestin by such ex- 
pedients. The Gasette has fer itself 
by this enterprise the best record ever made 
in British journalism. 

EXCITED OFFICIALS. 

One of the reporters who succeeded in gain- 
ing admission to the House of Commons soon 
after the explosion there describes the state 
of trepidation into which he found Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, the Home Secretary, pre- 
cipitated by the events of the day as some- 
thing fearfully funny. The Secretary, the re- 
porter avers, perspired quarts, hopping about, 
hampering everybody, menacingly examining 
the demoralized parliamentary police, and sav- 
agely treating those reporters who were able to 
give him points be bad beon unable to gather 
for bimeself. Col. Majendie, Chief Inspector of 
Explosives, was tverywhere, note-book in 
band, making sketches and entries. The Colo- 
nel at last accounts was still firm in his belief 
that the explosive agent used at Westminster 
Hall, the House of Commons, and the Tower 
was dynamite or some nitro compound. The 
soenes of the different explosions will be care- 
tully photographed under Col. Majendie’s su- 
pervision tomorrow. 

EFFECTS OF THE EXPLOSIONS. 

One of the most singular effects of the ex- 
plosion at the White Tower 1s noted in the dis- 
covery that the concussion displaced the great 
stone which lay over the tomb of the nephews 
of Richard III. and exposed the coffins in which 
their dust reposes, almost in sight of the spot 
where thelg eyes were 80 cruelly put out and 
their young lives smothered. The structure of 
the Tower is at iast accounts reported unin- 
jured. 

The great, superb, stained glass window over 
the main doorway of Westminster Hall, which 
was at first reported as blown to atéms, is 
really but little injured. All strangers have 
been prohibited from entering Palace Yard for 
the present. 

AN INNOCENT CANADIAN, 

The Canadian who was arrested on suspicion 
of complicity in the explosion has been found 
innocent and been discharged. 

THE INSURED POLICEMEN. 

The majority of those who were injured by 
the explosion are improving. Edwin Green, 
the engineer, and Policemen Cole and Cox, 
however, are reported to be much worse. 

s condition is critical, and it is feared that 
— survive. 
THE RESULT IN THE COMMONS. 

A careful survey of the result of the explo- 
sion in the House of Commons reveals the fact 
that its force was exerted almost entirely on 
the side of the room where the members 
of the Government and their Liberal followers 
have seats. Had-the Commons been in session 
at the time of the explosion it is believed that 
no less than 200 members would have been in- 
stantly killed. This number would necessarily 
have included Mr. Gladstone and several of his 
Ministers. Even more strange, if possible, 
than this is the fact that, under the same cir- 
cumstances, neither Mr. Parnell nor any of bis 
followers would bave been injured at all, for 
recently they bave been sitting on the opposit 
side of the House among the Conservatives, 
and the Tory quarters escaped almost undis- 
turbed. The police affect to sce in this singuiar 
coincidence a carefully-planned warning to the 
Government. 

A Lack OF VIGILANCE. 

One fact which has been lost sight of during 
the day’s excitement may explain the apparent 
ease with wich the explosives were introduced 
into and used within the Tower buildings. For- 
merly all sightseers were compelled to move 
through the bufidings in groups of about 
twelve. Each group was formed of arrivals as 
fast as they came, and was escorted and 
watched carefully during its progress 
and until its: exit from the place 
by a Tower warder. Some time ago this 
time-honored custom, for some unexplained 
reason, was discontinued. Since then the 
„ Beef-eaters,”’ as the warders are called, have 
been stationed along the corridors and in the 
different rooms, ‘and visitors have been al- 
lowed to stroll along pretty much as they 
pleased and without the constant surveillance 
formerly in vogue. The folly of the new sys- 
tem is now agparent.. For a long time past no 


the display 
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visitors have been admitted to the Tower cel- 
lars, which are full of valuable and historic 
memorials and relics. During the last two 
years the broad dry moat which surrounds the 
Tower buildings has been regu.arly patrolied. 


REPORTS IN DETAIL 

THREE ALMOST SIMULTANEOUS REPORTS. 

Lonpon, Jan. 24.—Three fearful explosions 
occurred today—two in the Parliament build- 
ings and one within the Tower ot London. 
The first explosion in the Parliament buildings 
occurred in the crypt in Westminster Hall; the 
secoud came three minutes later, in the stran- 
gers’ gallery in the House of Commons. All 
three explosions occurred almost simultane- 
ously, and the time is marked by the stopping 
of the clock in the House of Commons at pre- 
cisely 2:13 p.m. The report of the explosion 
was heard in Downing street. The force of the 
shock was tremendous and was felt at a great 
distance. The earth shook at Pall Mall. 


THE EXCITED POPULACE. 

The wildest excitement followed the explo- 
sions throughout the entire city, and it was 
feared tora time that the police would have 
difficulty in restraining the great crowds who 
flocked to Westminster and the vicinity of the 
Tower, and who, as each new development in 
the fiendish plot appeared, clamored for quick 
and sure revenge on somebody, no matter who, 
Loud threats against the Irish were everywhere 
heard, and it was feared that bloodshed would 
be the inevitable result of the frenzied condi- 
tion of the people. 

THE PARLIAMENT HOUSES. 

Saturday being the usual Visiting-day at the 
Houses of Parliament, the buildings contained 
a great number of sight-seers at the time of the 
explosions. Immediately before ghe first ex- 
piosion a female visitor, who was alone and 
about to enter tne buildings, beckoned to po- 
liceman Cole and called his attention to a pack- 
age lying upon thesteps outside of the cry 
The policeman picked up the package careles- 
ly, not suspecting anything, and went with it 
out into Westminster Hall. He had no sooner 


reached the hall than the package exploded. 


The explosion knocked the policeman down. 
Its force also knocked down two other police- 
men standing in the vicinity and stunned 
them. A lady and gentleman standing near 
the officer who had the package were also 
prostrated. Little hope is entertained of the 
survival of the wounded policeman. 

A lady visiting the House of Commons at the 
time of the explosion was seriously injured, 
Immense damage was done in the lobby. The 
masonry, decorations, and sculpture are ut- 
terly destroyed. Tue plaee is described as 
literally blown to pieces. , 

TERRIBLE DEVASTATION. 

The force of the explosion was such that one 
man was blown to earth 300 yards from the 
point of the explosion. 

The lobby of the House of Commons is com- 
pletely demolished. 

The great window over the main entrance to 
Westminster Hall was smashed to atoms and 
all the side windows blown out. Inthe interior 
of the House of Commons and upon the floor 
the only seat damaged by the explosion was 
that which Gladstone occupies, which was torn 
to pieces. A small chip was also torn off the 
top of the Speaker’s chair. . 

The explosions caused a panic among the 
visitors. Those who were in the House of 
Commons fied precipitately, Many women 
were bruised in the crush. 

THEORIES. 

The prevalent belief is that the destructive 
agent was conveyed to the House of Commons 
by some Saturday visitor. A fulier investiga- 
tion shows that the extent of the damage was 
much greater than at first supposed. The 
western extremity of the House is a totai 
wreck. There is now no doubt but that the ex- 
plosive was placed under the Peers’ gallery, 
on the Government side of the house. All the 
woodwork in that part of the building was 
shattered, and a wide hole was made through 
the floor. The gallery was displaced and even 
the solid stonework of the doorways was either 
pulverized or shifted from position. Every 
pane of glass in the house was smashed to 
atoms; the gallery benches were ovérturned 
and broken and the gallery was generally dis- 
mantled. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The explosion at Westminster Hall was more 
disastrous than at first reported. Four per 
sons were badly injured, including two police 
men fatally wounded. A lady who was in the 
ball spied the infernal machine and called the 
attention of Policeman Cole, on duty at the 
time, to it. Officer Cole rushed to the spot, 
seized the machine and attempted to extin- 
guish the fuse, but was not quick enough. 

' TWO ARRESTS. 

A clew to the perpetrators of the outrage is 
thought to have been discovered. Just before 
the explosion occurred aman and a woman, 
the latter carrying a hand- bag. engaged a cab 
outside of the Parliament yard, and drove rap- 
idiy away, giving no directions as to their des- 
tination. They bad not gone far when the ex- 
plosion happened. The cabmaa, hearing this, 
stopped the cab, and the man and woman at 
once leaped out and hastened quickly from the 
spot. The cabman went in pursuit of the run- 
aways, and they weresoon overtaken and ar- 
rested by the police. 

Sir Wiliam Vernon Harvourt, the Home Seo- 
retary, and the Marquis of Hartington, Secre- 
tary of State for War, visited the scene. 

THE POLICE.

THE ATTACK ON THE “WHITE TOWER.” 

The attack was made ona building known 
as the White Tower.“ The explosion oo- 
curred on the second floor. All the authorities 
agree that dynamite was used. Three floors 
are thoroughly wrecked and the explosion 
damaged many hundred stand of arms. Tue 
building was fairly filled with visitors at the 
time, and most, if not all, of those hurt were 
moving about in the tower at the time of the 
explosion. The outrage was the most success- 
ful yet made upon any of the public buildings 
Since the inauguration of the present era of 
dynamite warfare. 

The scenes in and around the Tower were ſu- 
desoribable. Several ohiidren were among the 
injured. Their pale faces, bloody beads, and 
broken limbs roused the great crowd congre- 
gated in the vicinity to frenzy. Yells were 
heard on every side to “Lynch the villains!” 
Roast the fiends!" ; 

Hundreds of rifles were damaged in the 
Tower, which was ignited, and the fire sup- 
pressed with great difficulty. Much ancient 
armor was destroyed. 

Up to 4 o’clock but sixteen persons had been 
officially reported as injured by the explosion, 
none mortally. 

Surgeons were promptly summoned to the 
assistance of the wounded, who are now re- 
ceiving ali attention practicable. a 

The iu vestigations so far as made lead to the 
conclusion that the explosives used in the at- 
tack on the Tower were handled by persons 
who gained access to the structure as sightseers. 
The ruins also show that the explosives were 
operated from a point somewhere on the inner 
bastion or in the esplanade nearest the Thames 
Tower. Itturnsout that the police were un- 
usually prompt and successful in placing their 
embargo upon all egress from the Tower 
grounds. But few persons had left when the 
embargo was crdered. Extra guards were 
posted about the wails, and every person within 
them was subjected to personal examination. 

The report made by the Tower explosion was 
terrific. It was heard for miles up and down 
the Thames, and at once attracted an immense 
crowd to the scene. 

5 p. m.—Later reports show that the first sto- 
ries about the damage tothe White Tower were 
somewhat exaggerated. The White Tower 
building was not destroyed. It is now said the 
structure is not even seriously injured. These 
later reports tended somewhat to allay public ex- 
citement. If theexplosion had really demolished 
the White Tower the result must have been 
immensely more serious, for itis part of the 
buildmg of the armory, used at present for the 
storage of rifles and often of large quantities 
of ammunition. This fact makes the popular 
indignation against the perpetrators of the out- 
rage indescribable. 

Lord Chelmsford and Gen. Milman are now 
engaged in the work of inspecting the attacked 
structure, 

A WOMAN SUSPECTED. 

The favorit theory of the police is that the 

dynamite which caused the explosions in West- 


Towers was carried to the place in each case 
concealed under the long cloak of a woman 
whose appearance was made to resemble that 
of a woman about to become a mother. A 
woman, in whom this appearance was very 
noticeable, was seen among the visitors at 
the Tower this afternoon shortly before 
the explosion occurred. She was ye

WHAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN. 

It is estimated, according to the course and 
energy of the explosive employed in the House 
of Commons, that, if the House bad been in 
session, Gladstone, Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, Charles Brad laugh, and 200 other mem- 
bers would have been killed. 

THE NUMBER OF INJURED. 

The number of those injured by the explo 
sions is as follows: At the Tower, six injured 
seriousiy, fourteen slightly; at the Parliament 
buildings, four seriously, ten slightly. The 
worst injuries were received by Constables Cox 
and Cole and a civil engineer named Edwin 
Green, visiting the Parliament buildings. 

THE EDMUNDS BILL. 

News of the introduction in Congress of a 
bill by Senator Edmunds to prevent and pun- 
ish dynamite conspiracies in the United States 
has had a splendid effect in turning aside the 
bitterness of feeling against America which 
had been engendered by the explosions. 

CRIES FOR VENGEANCE. 

Lonpon, Jan. 24—7:30 p. m.— Excited crowds 
still remain about the Tower and cries for 
vengeance ate heard on every side. The 
throng of people about the Parliament buiid- 
ings continues as greatas ever at this hour 
and is tumultuous with excitement. 

HORRIBLE SIGHTS. 

An eye-witness of what occurred at the Par- 
lament Houses narrates that immediately after 
the first explosion took place be entered West- 
minster Hall ana lent his assistance in remov- 
ing the wounded. He says he found three con- 
stables prostrated upon the stairs leading down 
into the crypt under the hall, all of whom 
were seriously injured. Near by a gentieman 
was lying stretched upon the ground, complete- 
ly prostrated. The hat of the gentleman and 
portions of his clothing were torn to ribbons, 
and he himself had received severe injuries. 

WELL POSTED. ' 

The locality of the explosion in the House 
of Commons is always in deep shadow, being 
directly under the gallery. The person who 
deposited the dynamite was thus much less 
likely to attract notice than in almost any 
any other part of the House. 

A WOMAN'S RECITAL. 

A woman who was visiting Westminster Hall 
at the time of the outrage says she was de- 
scending the stairs leading to the crypt when 
she saw what appeared to be a burning dress, 
volumes of smoke issuing from the burning 
article. She then saw a constable pick up the 
article and immediately throw it from him. As 
soon as the thing struck the ground it ex, 


A NEWSPAPER SUMMARY. 

The Pall Mall Gazette summarizes its account 
of the explosion in the House of Commons in 
the following language: 

“Thus the whole interior of the House of 
Commons presents a remarkabic scene of 
devastation. Although there is a great litter, 
everything may be put right within a week's 
time. Nothing is more surprising about the 
whole dastardly outrage than its utter failure 
to effect any substantial injury. 

RELEASED FROM CUSTODY.

Remarkable force was shown by the explo-.

Into one of the holes so formed 
Constable Cox was violently thrown, and from 
it was extricated in a bruised and battered con- 
dition. Two other policemen near the point ot 
the explosion were not so seriously hurt, but 
they were thoroughly stunned by the concus- 
sion. 


Further inspection of the locality of the en- 


plosion in the House of Commons shows that 
the flooring was driven clear through to the 
basement. The floors through the buiiding 
were littered with the débris of broken chan- 
deliers, glass, and other objects of a fragile 
nature. The gas fixtures were wrecked and it 
was impossible for Col. Majendie, Chief of the 
Department of Explosives, to continue his in- 
vestigations for lack of proper illumination, 
The damage, however, will not delay the as- 
sembling of Parliament, as everything can be 
easily repaired before the day for the meeting 


arrives. 
THE SUSPECTS. 

Another report states that one arrest was 
made in connection with the outrage at the 
Tower, but the person was subsequently set 
free.

g THE WHITE TOWER. 

In the centre of this court, on slightly rising 
ground, stands the square White Tower or 
Keep, the most ancient part of the fortress, 
having been erected by William the Conqueror 
in 1078. ft measures 116 feet from north to 
south and ninety-six feet from east to west, and 
is ninety-two feethigh. The walls are thirteen 
to fifteen feet in thickness, and are surmouct- 
ed with turrets at the angles. Among the many 
important scenes enacted in this tower may be 
mentioned the abdication of Richard II. in 
favor of Henry of Bolingbroke in 1899; and 
it was bere that Prince James of Scotiaad 
was imprisoned in 1405. The chapel of St. 
John ison the second floor, with its massive 
pillars and cubical capitais, its wide triforium, 
its apse borne by stilted round arches, and its 
barrel-vaulted ceiling is one of the finest and 
best-preserved specimens of Norman arcbitect- 
ure in England. The Banquetmg-Hall and the 
Council-Cbamber, in which the abdication of 
Richard II. tock place, and other rooms of the 
White Tower, now serve as an arsenal, and con- 
tain large stores of modern smail arms taste- 
fully arranged. Usually there are about 60,000 
stand of rifies stored here. : 

Queen Elizabeth's Armory, a vaulted cham- 
ber on the first foor of the White Tower, for- 
merly used as a prison, contains a collection of 
armor and weapons of the time of Queen Eliza- 
beth. It isimmediately below the chapel of 
St. John. Among its store of relics are many 
instruments of torture of the sixteenth cent- 
ury. At one end of the room is an equestrian 
figure of Queen Elizabeth. On the north a 
low door leads into the small and gloomy cell, 
ten feet long by eight wide, in which Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh was imprisoned for twelve years. 

The twelve towers of the Inner Ward, at 
one time all used as prisons, were afterwards 
employed in part for the custody of State ar 
chives. The names of many of them are indis- 
solubly associated with many dark and painful 
memories. 

Record, or Wakefield Tower, in which the 
Crown Jewels are now kept, is supposed to 
have been the scene of the murder of Henry 
VI. The value of the regalia is estimated at 
£3,000, 000.

po “What do you think about 
the explosions of today in London?” 

Mr. Finerty—“I have no means of knowing 
swhether or not the London explosions are the 
work of Irishmen. My sentiments as an Irish 
Nationalist are well known, to my countrymen 
at least. I have no sympathy to spare lor 
England, no mütter what misfortunes may be- 
Tall her. If Irishmen have attempted to blow 
up the Houses of Parliament and the Tower of 
London it is but the result of the savage

THE EDMUNDS BILL 

IT IS CRITICISED BY MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Janu. 24.—Speolal. 
News of the dynamite explosions in London 
spread rapidly about the Capitol today and 
became a universal subject of discussion. 
There was eager inquiry for additional news, 
and as the details were listened to there was 
general condemnation of the deed. When Sen- 
ator Edmunds beard of it he immediately intro- 
duced a bill which he had on hand to probibit 
the concocting or carrymg out of dynamite 
schemes by people in the United States. Sena- 
tor Edmunds said that he had concluded some 
time ago that such a bill ought to pass, and, not 
baving time himself, he askéd a friend to 
prepare one. It was prepared and submitted 
to him, but Mr. Edmunds said he found it to 
be crude and had decided to revise it before in- 
He thought that in view of to- 


fure be put ia the Dill and will get it perfected 
in we Judiciary Committee. 

This bill was commended by some and criti- 
cised by Others. Some agreed with Senator 
Edmunds that prompt action is necessary, 
while others said: “This bill is a sort of tacit 
assent that we feel guilty of some 
share of responsibility for these outrages.”’ 
Members of Congress who took this view pro- 
nounced the Edmunds bill premature. They 
maintained that the origin of none of the dy- 
namite outrages had yet been traced to this 
country, and that it would be time enough to 
enact legislation for the severe punishment of 
such things when it is proved that the explo 
sions are planned in this country. There has 
never been such intense feeling in this coun- 
try on the subject of dynamite outrages. The 
evil is brought directiy home to the people 
here.

THE DYNAMITERS DENOUNCED BY IRISH SYM- 
PATHIZERS. 


Derrort, Mich., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The at- 
tempt toblow up Westminster Hall and the 
London Tower was almost the only topic of 
conversation here today. Representative Irish 
sympathizers here denounce in the strongest 
language the work of the dynamiters. The 
Rev. Father O'Reilly, pastor of St. Patrick's 
Church and Treasurer of the American Irish 
Land League, is the possessor of an interesting 
fact and the promuigator of some new and credi- 
ble theories in respect to the dynamite out- 
rages in England and the attempt of this aft- 
erncon to blow up Westminster Hall. 
According to Father O’Reilly’s state 
ment * number of local Irish- 
men and supposed members of an Irish 
secret society which was in existence at that 
time, and may be yet, predicted last spring the 
ruin of Westminster Hall ana the Parliament 
buildings. 

“ What is your opinion of these dynamite ex- 
plosions?’’ was asked. 

“ Nefarious, outrageous, and should be con- 
demned. i differ from the general belief that 
these outrages originate in America. Some 
think they originate in a ring of which O’ Dono- 
van-Rossa is the leader, but I cannot think so 
for several reasons. They have not enough 
money to support an organized conspiracy, and 
1 they did get a few dollars it 
would by squandered fon whisky. Who 
is this O'Donovan-Rossa? He is a man nobody 
would trust, and be has no standing. 1 
wouldn't trust him with $5. He is about such 
a man as this local celebrity—what do you call 
bim?—Jimmie Duck, and who ever heard of 
this man Phelan until he was stabbed the other 
day in New York?”

“Where do you think is their point of ori-

“I don’t Know, except there may be a 
nest of conspirators in Paris. I am molined 
to think that the outrages are not 
perpetrated at the instigation of Irish- 
wen alone. it seems to me that the 
character and circumstances of the explosions 
bear a resemblance to those which bave 0oc- 
curred in Russia. They are bold and are get- 

bolder. It is sot improbable that the 
Nihilists of Russia, taking advantage of the 
present relations and feeling between England 
and Ireland to divert suspicion, are doing the 
work, or possibly they may be in collusion 
with the Irish agitators and working together. 
The Pheenix Park muraers set Ireland back 
fifty years, and if these dynamite atrocities do 
not stop the Irish cause will be lost.“ 

Many other prominent Irish-Americans here 
were talked with, and all gave. utterance to 
similar views. It is astonishing how high in- 
dignation runs. 


INSPECTOR BYRNES. 
HE THINKS THE LONDON AUTHORITIES ARE 
VERY MUCH AT FAULT. 

New York, Jan. 24.—Inspector Byrnes, chief 
of the detective force, gave his views tonight 
regarding the dynamite explosions today in 
London. He said such a state of things could 
not exist here, and could not there without the 
authorities being very much at fault. With 
the power and prestige of the whole British 
Government at their command, with laws 
sO much more favorable than ours, a vigor- 
ous policy of repression, and with unlimited 
resources of every kind, they ought to be able 
to prevent the vutrages and punish the perpe- 
trators, unless there was a screw very sericus- 
ly loose somewhere. Lookimg at it from a 
common-sense point of view be thought there 
was a ecrew loose. His idea was that the au- 
tboritiea over there were on the wrong track 
altogether. Were he in London and charged 
with discovering the originators of these explo- 
sions be would look in exactly an opposit di- 
rection from the one the authorities seemed to 
be following. Depend upon it, there were 
people very high in station who led 
the movement and engineered these constant!) 
recurring systematic outrages. If they waited 
long enough the English would catch some 
Vagabond with dynamite in his pocket and 
hang aim. This would not stop it, as these 
men were only tools. lt was the man who 
used them they wanted. The Irish at home 
and those abroad were not the people’ to 
conceive such a syétematic campaign 
of outrage. He did not expect to find 
Leaders among these. He would look to 
the highest intelligence, the boldest leader- 
ship, and the station furthest removed from 
suspicion for them; he would look as near the 
Government itself as might be for his purpose, 
and expect to find there what he sought. The 
shock the discewery would cause might startle 
the country more than the dynamiters’ explo- 
sives had done. The British authorities were 
working at cross purposes and traveling en 
roads leading straight away Grom the object ef 
their search rather thau toward it.

RICHARD JOYCE. 
A MEMBER OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF 
THE DYNAMITE LEAGUE SPEAKS. 

Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 24.— [Special.] — The 
fact became known to Tae TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent today that James Meehan, the Fe- 
nian dynamuiter who threw the box of expice- 
sives off from the incomimg Wabash train a 
few nights ago, and two other well-known 
members of the dynamite organization— 
Richard Joyce and Patrick Sheridan—were in 
the city en route West, and after much trouble 
he succeeded in finding and interviewing them. 
Joyce was the spokesman and frankly admit- 
ted that all three were members of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Dynamite League. 
The United States branch of that 
organization, he said, numbered about 
2,000, the officers of which consisted of two 
Presidents, six Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, 
Treasurer, ang an Executive Committee of five, 
of which they were members. Capt. Phelan 
was a member of some committee, but was ex- 
peiled on account of his treasonable dix 
closures. 


An attempt had been made, said Joyce, to 
organize a branch of the league in this city, 
and would have been success{ul had it not been 
for Phelan’s antagonism. Joyce denied wil 
knowledge of the box of dynamite thrown off 
the train the other nicht, but admitted that 
they bad been followed from Liverpool by two 
British detectives. 

Regarding the London explosions today he 
would say nothing, except that the members of 
the league bad fulfilled their promise and were 
discharging the obligations taken when they 
joined the league and dedicated their lives to 
freeing Ireland. | 

Joyce pronounced the sensational story 
printed by the New York World conderning a 
branch organization of avengers called The 
Juntos” false in every particular, as no such 
organization existed. The party gave their 
destination as San Francisco, and departed in 
that direction tonight, but flatly refused to 
disclose their mission.

THE UNITED STATES SENATE. 
A BILL 40 PROHIBIT THE MANUFACTURE OF 
EXPLOSIVES. 

Wasnivoron, D. C., Jan. 24.—Mr. Edmunds 
introduced the following bili in the Senate 
today: 

Be dt enacted, etc.?: That if any person shall, 
within the United States or within any . District, 
State, or Territory thereof, mate, buy, sell, mand- 
facture, or compound any metallina, netroleum, 
Neptune powder, Oriental powder, giant powder, 
Hercules powder, selinitia powder, thunderbolt 
powder, dynamite, or other nitro-explosive coth- 
pound, or shall make, buy,, sell, manufacture, or 
compound any ballastite, burnio powder, colenia 
powder, @etonite fulgarite, or any other chlorate 
explosive compound, with intent that any such 
nitrate or chlorate explosive compound shall be 
used atany plage within the United States or in 
any foreign country without the jurisdiction of the 
United States for the injury or destruction of pub- 
lic or private property, or for the injury of any 
person or persons, either in the United States or 
in any such foreign country, or for the purpose of 
assassination or murder or destruction of human 
life, either in the United States or In any such for- 
eign country, or knowing that such nitro or chio- 
rate compounds are intended to be used by any 
other person or persons for any of the purposes 
hereinbefore samed in this section, shall de 
deemed guilty of felony, and, upon conviction in 
any Circuit or District Court of the United 
States, shall be punished by imprisonment 
m the penitentiary for a term of not 
less than -—— nor more than —— years, at the dis- 
eretion of the court, or be fined not less than 
dollars, or both, at such discretion; and all persons 
aiding, abetting, or in any wise assisting in the 
manufacture, compounding, buying, or selling of 
any of the nitro or chlorate compounds mentioned 
in this section, either by furnishing materials or m- 
gredients, assisting by skill or labor, or by acting as 
agents for the principal, or in any manner aiding 
as accessories before the fact, knowing that any 
such nitro or chlerate explosive compounds are in- 
tended to be used by his principal or any other 
person or persons for any of the purposes men- 


principals, 
and may be tried, convicted, and punished in the 
same manner and to the same extent as such prin- 
cipal or principals. 

SEC. 2. Every person who transports or delivers, 
or causes to be delivered, any of the nitro or 
chlorate explosive compounds mentioned in the 
first section of this act om board any vessel, rail- 
road car, or vehicle whatever employed in carry- 
ing passengers by land or water between any place 
in the United States and a place in any foreign 
country, or between a place in one State, Terri- 
tory, or District of the United States and 3 
place in any other State, Territory, or 
District thereof, or at any depot, wharf, or 
warehouse within the United States used for the 


—PUrpose of receiving, discharging, or storing 


freight, knowing that the same are intended to be 
used by any persons for any purpose prohibited 
by this act, shall be deemed guilty of 8 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall de 
punished by a fine of not more than —— dol- 
lars nor less than —— dollars, and every master of 
vessel, freight superintendent, or other officer of a 
railroad authorized to receive freight, and every 
owner of any other vehicle mentioned in this sec- 
tion, and every person having direction, charge, 
and control of a depot, wharf, or warehouse, such 
as contemplated by this section, who receives any 
of the nitro or chiorate explosive articles enumer- 
ated in the frat section of this act for transporta- 
tion or for delivery, knowing the same are to be 
used or intended to be used by any person or per- 
sons for any purposes prohibited by the first sec- 
tion of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than —— dollars and aot less than 
— dollars, and im all convictions under this 
section it shall be competent forthe court in its 
discretion to order, that a party 80 convicted shall 
be imprisoned until the fine is paid. 

SEC. 3. All prosecutionsé made under this act 
shall be by indietment, and it is hereby made the 
duty Of all Judges of Circuit and District Courts of 
the United States to bring its provisions to the spe- 
cial notice of grand juries, and to enjoin upor such 
juries the importaneé of their making full and 
careful inquiry into any Violations of its provisions 
which may properly be brought or may come to 
their notice, 

, BEC. 4. Prosecutions under this act shall be con- 
ducted by the District Attorney of the United States 
fer the district in which the offense is committed 
or the accused party indicted, but in prosecutions 
under the first section, where the Attorney Gen- 
eral deems the case of special importance he may, 
under the direction of the President, retain such 
additional special counsel as shall be necessary 
and essential to the interests of the Government. 

WEY THE BILL WAS INTRODUCED. 

In introducing the bill Mr. Edmunds said it 
was a mere draft, drawn at his request by an- 
other; but, although imperfect, he submitted 
it in order that it may be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary tor early consideration and 
perfection. It may, be said, raise a question 
between the rights of the United States and 
the duties of separate States, but the commit- 
tee would take the whole subject into consid- 
eration and would, he boped, put the bili in 
such shape that, so far as the United States 
Government bad power, it would be able to 
exercise it in the direction indicated by the bill. 
The bill was referred to the Committee on Ju- 
diclary. The introduction of the bill was un- 
doubtedly hastened by the news from London. 

The Senators in secret session are reported 
to bave expressed their abborrense of the 
crimes in the most emphatic terms. 

A CONDEMNATORY RESOLUTION. 

Senator Bayard introduced the followimg res- 
olution in the Senate today: 

Resolved, That the Senate of the United States 
bas heard with indignatien and profound sorrow of 
the attempt to destroy the Houses of Purliament 
and other public buildings in London, and hereby 
expresses its horror aad detestation of such mon- 
strous crimes against civilization. 

Consideration of the resolution Was post- 
poned until Monday to enable the Senate to re- 
ceive fuller information upon the subject mat- 
ter. 

. PROBABLE FATE OF THE MEASURE. 

Senator Edmunds’ bill was written upon the 
paper of the State Department. It was evi- 
dent that the measure was prepared there. 
Mr. Edmunds, since he took charge of the Nio- 
araguan treaty, has become the mouthpiece of 


the Administration. It is possible that this bill 


wil) be rushed through the Senate. But it will 
bave slow progress in the House. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury bas todayample authority 
to control the exportation of explosives, and 
no additional legislation is needed. However 
rigorous a law may be passed, its enforcement 
will in the end depend upon the Secretary of 
the Treasury. There are a number of members 
who have no sympathy with the dynamiters 
and who are opposed to burried legislation, as it 
will mean nothing in their judgment but a 
gushing sympathy with a Goverument which 
did all ia ats power during the late War of the 
Rebellion to encourage the Soutmern Confeder- 


acy.

ASUIT COMMENCED BY THE ASSIGNEE TO SET 
ASIDE A CERTAIN TRANSFER. 

Syracuse, N. I., Jan. 24.—[Special.}-—The

The law gives judgment cteditors the right to 
demand that proceedings of this kind be insti- 
tuted. That demand having been made I felt 
obliged to comply with it.“

Co. today was one for $9,819 for rents collected 
for him on the Globe Hotel property by the in- 
solvents.

COUCH WILL FIGHT. 
WARLIKE INTENTIONS, 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Jan. 24.—(Special.|— 
Capt. Couch writes from his camp under date 
of Jan. 21 to u friend: The colony is still in 
possession of the land, and now in fine spirits, 
our numbers daily increasing, notwithstanding 
the reports that Col. Hatch’s army is moving 
toward us from Caldwell.“ 

Gen. Augur today sent from Fort Leaven- 
worth to the Secretary of War the following 
dispatch; ; 

Col. Hatch at Camp Russell telegraphs as 
follows: Couch, President of the colony, noti- 
fied me today that he will fight. The Sergeant 
at the boomer camp reports 600 men digging 
rifle-pits. Their strength has been increased 
by 400 men. It is perhaps well to send relay 
troops to Caldwell or Arkansas City. Our 
troops are moving into position to cut off sup- 
plies and stop new arrivals. A section of light 
guns sent down to Arkansas City might have a 
good effect.’ “ 

A CONSERVATIVE VIEW. 

WELLINGTON, Kas., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The 
news of Gen. Hatch’s piece of strategy in 
quietly surrounding the colony of Oklahoma 
boomers with the intention of subduing them 
by starvation in preventing them from getting 
fresh recruits and supplies bas been the sub- 
ject of general comment here today, and would 
favorably commend itself to the minds of all 
thoughtful men as being a piece of military 
ingenuity, kind-hearted, generous, and hu- 
mane; but latest advices demy that he has sur- 
rounded them in the manner indicated, but is 
in camp twenty miles distant from Stillwater. 
His movements respecting the boomers have 
been of a most deliberate and positive char- 
acter ever since orders were given bim 
to remove the boomers from the Terri- 
tory. His actions have been so calm as to 
engender atpotimes the opinion among the 
boomers that these orders were, 80 to speak, a 
mere bluff and would never be carried out; 
but they find themselves sadly mistaken. The 
troops surrounding will permit persons to 
leave the colony at will, but no one is allowed 
to pass into the colony. By this means, it is 
believed, the. boomers will vacate the Terri- 
tory by force of the instinct of self-preserva- 
tion. According to the latest advices the Gen- 
eral is waiting in camp for Maj. Dewees to ar- 
rive with three troops of cavalry and Company 
D of the Twentieth Infantry. Maj. Dewees’ 
troops ere said to include a battery of two 
Hotchkiss guns. 

At last accounts the boomers in Stillwater 
numbered only 815 men, whence it will be seen 
the colony is on the wane. : 

WILL RESIST ALL ATTEMPTS AT REMOVAL. 

Wicsita, Kas., Jan. 24.—[Special.}|—A spe- 
cial messenger is here today from Couch's 


camp at Stillwater in the Indian Territory. He 
reports that at the boomers’ camp 375 men 
thoroughly armed are under Couch, and wil!

SECRETARY TELLER. 
THE NEWLY-ELECTED COLORADO SENATOR 
TALKS ABOUT THE DISPUTED TERRITORY. 


Secretary Teller joined Senator Chaffee at 
the Pacific. yesterday afternoon, and the two 
distinguished Coloradoans left for the East on 
the limited express, the Senator for New York 
and the Secretary for Washington. Secretary 
Teller was naturally feeling well pleased over 
his election to the Senate over Hili after the 
latter’s attacks upon dim. He did ot fear 
that Hill's threatened defection from the party 
would result seriously. His influence, when 
he was shorn of official position, the Secretary 
thought, would be a small factor in Colorado 
politics. 

Speaking of the Oklahoma troubles, the Sec- 
retary said there would be no change in the 
policy of the department until Congress pro- 
vided forit. The Interior Department was 
simply executive, and would execute the law 
as given it by Congress. The lands in question 
were set apart fora specific purpose, and it 
was clearly the duty of the department to see 
that they were not taken for other purposes. 

As to the fenstbility of opening the lands 
tor actual settlers,” the Secretary continnéd, 
„the department has nothing to do with that 
subject. Iam personally inclined to believe 
that the lands ought to be now opened for set- 
tlement, but that is for Oongress to pass 


upon. This question is not a new 
one. It has deen agitated for four 
or five years, during which time the 


policy of the Government has not been changed, 
nor can it be changed under the present cir- 
cumstances.”” 

Do you anticipate any serious difficulties 
in the use of the army?” 

No; Ido not. I believe the settlers will be 
ejected without bloodshed. The soldiers, while 
acting firmly, will certainly act discreetly; and 
the settlers will leave the lands peaceably 
enough in the end. It may seem severe, but 
the remedy fests with Congress and not with 
the Interior Department.“ 

Referring to the charges that money wae 
poured out rather copiously in the Senatorial 
contest, the Secretary was asked if the reports 
were true. 

I know my own expenses,“ he replied. 
“ They consisted of a hotel bill and car fare. 
It is said by Hill's friends that his canvass cost 
him $250,000, but of course I have no means 
of ascertaining the correctness of that esti- 
mate. 


BRAIDW OOD BOOMERS, 


TWO OF THEM TELL WHAT IS BEING ‘DONE AT 
THE SEAT OF WAR—BRAIDWOOD TO BE DE- 
SERTED. 


Two dauntiess Oklahoma ‘* boomers,” with 
bright visions of the future and glowing ac- 
counts of the country they had just left, ar- 
rived in the city last evening. They were F. 
E. Munn, City-Attorney, and W. J. Stewart, 
City Marshal, of Braidwood, Ill. Their story 
of the outrages practiced by a few men, 


with the assent jf the United States 
Government, demonstrates that there is 
at least some excuse for the boom- 


ers resisting Federal interference. The 
details of their trip and what they saw is quite 
interesting. Dec. 3 last the two men ‘eft Braid- 
wood in company with six others—Mayor T. M. 
Sallady, N. Goldfiner, L. Wolff, E. D. Phillips, 
David Husband, and Thomas Fieming, all mer- 
chants. They entered the Indian Territory 
from the north, and found that there was a 
great deal of land and very few people: in fact, 
every man could have a little world for him- 


afford every Indian man, woman, and child a 
whole township each. The Nez Perces Agency, 
four miles south of Arkansas City, is twelve 
miles square, all fenced, with a pop- 
ulation of only 213 Indians and fifteen 

overnment employés, who receive from $50 
a month, with board, for school teachers, 
to $2,500 a year to agents. The agency has a 
three-story stone school-house that was erected 
by the Government at a cost of $35,000. The 
reservation of the Panchos is eight miles square, 
with a population of 157. The Pawnees are 
1,131 in number, and they have a reservation 
sixteen miles square. Two hundred Sacs and 
Foxes find plenty of room ina reservation 16x45 
miles in size. All.of these reservations are

The V. D.“ ranch takes up 138,000 acrés, and 
the remainder, which lies to the south, is 
owned by three men whose names Mr. Munn 
and Mr. Stewart could not learn.

The entire Oklahoma strip is inclosed by 
barbed-wire fences put up by these men. It 
was reported in Congress that the McClellan 
ranch, eight miles wide and twenty-seven long, 
was not fenced; that no such violation of the 
land laws existed, yet l rode completely around 
it, and know from personal observation that 
every inch of it is feneed with barbed 
Tuose wire barriers should be torn down 
every honest man given an equal show with 
the rich, grasping cattle-raisers.” 

“What advantages does Oklahoma offer te 
settiers?’’ 

Every advantage. It has a rich black soil 
susceptible of easy -cultivation: streams run 
through the whole country every four or five 
miles; the climate is everything that can be 
desired, insurmg a varied growth of cereals 
and vegetables, and it is just suited for the 
extensive raising of fruit. Itis full of fine 
walnut and oak timber. Why, the dried grass, 
seif-cured, now stands four feet high, the cat- 
tle there can’t consume it, and when in camp 
we had to be careful lest we start a praifie fire. 
It’s a shame to see it all go to waste.”

PLACING THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE DIS- 
TRESS OF MONTANA REDSKINS. ® 

WasHinarton, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—In 
two speeches in the House on the Indian Ap- 
propriation bill Ellis of Louisiana attempted to 
lay the whole responsibility for the starvation 
and distress among the Montana Indians at the 
door of the Indian Bureau. The attention of 
Commissioner Price was called to Mr. Ellis’ 
statements. He replied: The facts are as 
stated in my last annual report. The suffer- 
ing of these Indians for lack of food was at- 
tributable directly and entirely, first, to the 
fact that the appropriations for them were not 
made until three months after they should 
have been, and, second, that when 1 — 

less than was asked for byt 
3 insufficient for the ab- 
solute wants of those Iudians.“ 

A comparison of the estimates of the ap- 
propriations made by Congress shows that the 
latter were $02,110 less than the estimates. 
Commissioner Price says there has been no 
suffering among the Indians since last July. 
The prompt action of Congress at this session, 
under the spur of public comment, has proba- 
bly averted the danger of any suffering before 
next July.

His object is to save all commissions 
on bis purchases and sales of stock. By means 
of a copartnership with Washington E. Connor 
and Morosini be has been abie tosbare in the 
profits of his own transfers. The firm have 
probably made more money than any other in 
the last year, for the reason that they have 
fone the bulk of Gouid’s business, which has 
peep on a wore stupendous sale than ever be- 
fore. The market has been very ective and 
exciting for those who were manipulating it, 
although the commotion has not extended to 
the general public. Probably the profits 


through commisgions of Connor’s firm have 


reached nearly half a million dollars in the last 
year, and there is an interest account in addi- 
tion that pays all the expenses of the office. Of 
this sum Gould, Connor, and Morosini get 

parts after young George Gould has 
drawn one-twelfth of the profits. 

The Vanderbilts scatter their business among 
several houses, and consequently no one firm 
reaped all the advantages of all their big pur- 
chases in the days when they were active in the 
market.

8 HOW THE GAMBLING IS DONE. 

In view of the fact that Wall-street men con- 
fidently expect a boom after a long spell of 
dullness, this is a good time to describe the 
methods of brokerage, which are about as mys- 
terious to most people as the manner of faro 
or roulet. In ordinarily brigk times the Wall- 


' gtreet brokers make more money and make it 
easier than any one other set of professional. 


men. Todoa legitimate brokerage business 
does not necessitate the slightest risk, vor does 
M imply that the broker must in any way be- 
come a speculator. As business is conducted 
on the New York Stock Exchange the broker 
simply lends the money to his customer with 
whieh to purchase stocks, and then does the 
buying for the purchaser. The customer 
mekes a part payment, which is calied margin, 
and that insures the broker against loss 
through the depreciation of the prop 
erty purchased. An erroneous impression 
prevails that there is no genuine transaction in 
stocks when a purchase or a sale is made ip 
the New York Stock Exchange, but that.the 
whole is fictitious. This is true of some of the 
grain marts, but in the Stock Exchange the 
“stock certificate is hought, paid for, and deliv- 
ered, and may be transferred into the name of 
a customer on the company’s books. That is 
Ope reason why the transactions of the brokers 
become so enormous and why so much capital 
is required to carry on a brokerage business. 
A broker who buys 100 shares ot Lackawanna 
at 90 gives his check for $9,000 to the broker 
Who sold it, and gets the stock certificate in re- 
turo. If he buys 1,000 shares he pays $90,000 
for it. In other words, he gives $00 a share. 
In brisk tumes the big stock brokerage houses 
do $20,000 shares a day, and give checks or take 


out. The purchase of stocks is a very simple 
Process, although to the world at large there is 


about it enough of the hidden to make it a 


deep and fascinating mystery. It is notable 
that genuine orokers rarely retire from Wall 
street unless it be because they have accumu- 
lated large riches or have grown too old to do 
the work. The reason is that it is a very prot- 
table business.

Port Deposit, Md., Jan. 24.—{Special.}—All 
the residents in the lower part of this town 
moved out of their bouses this afternoon, and 
every preparation is being made to save prop- 
erty from damage by threateved inundation. 
The Susquehanna River has been rising rapid- 
ly since the weather moderated yesterday and 
the ice began to move. Tonight great masses 
of ice are jammed around the new piers of the

MORE ALARM THAN ELATION OVER THE SITU- 
ATION—RUMORS OF DISASTER.

Sent a nervous thrill throughout 
the country,and the laborious apologies for the 
mishap only make it worse. Strong resentment 
ig expressed because the organization of the 
intelligence department was so bad that the 
troops practically knew nothing of the large 
force of the enemy immediately in front of 
them until they almost stumbied upon them. 
Military critics have been disgusted by the 
foolhardiness of the enterprise, and the un- 
versal unpopularity of England at the present 
moment gives point to the bitter criticisms of 
England's military proceedings which appear 
in all Continentai organs. The loss, too, of so 
many well-known officers and the slaughter of 
so many Soudanese are bringing home the bor- 
rors of war to the popular mind, and Gladstone 
is being uncomfortably reminded of his own 
description of the tollowers of the Mahdi as a 
people rightly struggling to be free. 

GLADSTONE’S DIFFICULTIES. 

All this tends to add a deeper element of 
gloom to the difficulties of Gladstone. The 
Egyptian question continues to be his morass, 
in whieb there is no solid ground either in re- 
treat or advance. The injury of the refusal of 
his own proposals, and the counter proposals 
of France is aggravated by the insults which 
ure beaped upon him by the press of the Con- 
tinent and by the impossible proposals shrieked 
from the throats of the irresponsible journal- 
ists of his own country. 

AN ALARMING SYMPTOM. 

The evening papers have reaped rich har- 
vests by doling out scraps of news and gossip 
about Gen. Stewart's reported victory. In the 
newspaper offices the absence of special dis- 
patches is still regarded as a most alarming 
symptom. One theory is that the Times corre- 
spondent, with Mr. Cameron of the Standard,

Catro, Jan. 24.—\Via the Bennett- 
Mackay ‘Cable to Tue Tribune.}|—Information 
trom an Arab source has just reached your 
correspondent to the effect that the force that 
attacked Sir Herbert Stewart at Abu-Klea was 
composed principally of Hassaneyeh Arabs 
whose neutrality bad been purcbased,by Maj. 
Kitehener through the agency of Sheik Saleh, 
chief of that portion of the Kabbabish tribe 
inhabiting the western part of the Bayuda Des- 
ert. The price paid by Maj. Kitchener for the 
neutrality of the Haseaneyeh tribe was 
$85,000 cash and the promise of 2,000 rifles and 
exemption from taxes for ten years. The 
Hassaneyeb had sent five of their chiefs to 
Korti as hostages. This breaking of their en- 
gagement by the Arabs is considered very seri- 
ous, according to the dispatches received here. 

In the bazaars and byulemas attached to the 
university at Azhar, it is claimed that the bat- 
tle of Abu-Klea was a British defeat. The 
Mahdi's best troops were not engaged at Abu- 
Klea. The Arabs are confident that Gen. Stew- 
art’s force will be exterminated as soon as he 
eomes in contact with the main body of the 
Mahdi's troops.

THE MISSING LINK. 

The missing and all-important link needed to 
complete the chain of evidence against the two 
men is the knowledge of where they spent the 
nigbt ot the Willson murder. But the fact has 
been positively estadlished that late in 
the afternoon of Tuesday, Feb. 132. 
they were last seen within four and 
one-half miles of the scene of the 
murder, and near reasonably good shelter and 
an excellent hiding place for the night. At 9 
o'clock that nigut a team, presumably theirs, 
was heard driving rapidly through the streets of 
Winnetka, going toward the empty farm-house 
on the edge of the swamp three miles away. At 
9 o’ clock next morning the men turn up witbin 
seven miles of the scene of the murder and 
twice liea when asked where they spent the pre- 
ceding night. These three points, which would 
be very slight in some cases, assume strength 
when it 1s considered that the conception and 
execution of the Willson tragedy were simply 
perfect and not the work of novices. 

It is a strange fact that within six years three 
dastardly murders, similar to the Willson affair, 
have occurred inthe vicinity of Winnetka. 
The murderers were ever apprehended, simply 
because ir judgment, tact, and adroitness 
were superior to the perceptive faculties of the 
men who worked on the cases as detectives. 
The mora! is obvious and easy of comprchen- 
sion. 


SHILOH. 


Capt. White Disproves the Statements 
of Confederate Forstall—The Battle 
Not Lost. 

CarcaGo, Jan. 24.—[Editor of The Tribune. |— 
According to his own statement published in 
Tun Trisene of the 28d inst., Theobald For- 
stall was a private soldier in the Confederate 
army that fought one side of the battle of Shi- 
loh. If heis quite certain that this much of 
his statement is correct, it is reasonable for us 
to presume that his opportunities for observ- 
ing the movements of the Union army during 
the 6th and 7th of April, 1862, were not as 
great as those employed by its coemmander-in- 
chief, and consequently bis criticism of Gen. 
Grant’s article on the battle of Shiloh will attract 
notice principally because it demonstrates that 
Forstall is a modest man, and not because his 
statement is entitled to weight as against the 
statements of the man who fought the battle, 
issued the orders assigning the divisions to 
their respective positions, directed the ma- 
neuvres of the wnole line, and was, during the 
progress of the battle, on every foot of ground 
fought over. Those who haye served in the 
army, who bave been engaged in batties, know 
that a private soldier has no opportunity to 
observe the movements of either army, ex- 
cept such as occur immediately around or di- 
rectly in front of him, and more especially is 
this the case where the battle is fought (as the 
battle of Shiloh was) in a dense wood, com- 
posed of gigantic trees and thick underbrush. 

If Forstall was in the ranks, attending to bis 
duties. as a private soldier, his time was fully 
occupied the 6th in loading and firing his mus- 
ket and in watching the Union soldiers in 
front of bim; and the 7th, if he took notes of 
the movements of either army, he took them 
on the fiy, with his back toward the army and 
commander he criticises so freely and ig- 
norantly. 

Sherman and Prentiss beld the front at 
Shiloh and engaged the enemy slightly the 
4th, two days betore the battle opened. Mo- 
Clernand and W. H. L. Wallace werein the rear 
of the two divisions first named. The regi- 
ment to which I belonged was in Mo- 
Clernand’s division. During the engagement 
of the 4th balls from the Rebel guns 
fellin our camp. The long rol! was sounded, 
our brigade formed in line of battle, and stood 
to arms until the engagement ended. Satur- 
day we could hear light firimg on the picket 
line, and Sunday morning, the 6th, the firing in 
‘Sherman's front became warm, and we were 
formed in iine of battle and moved at the 
double-quick to his left. Thus it will be seen 
that for two days preceeding the opening of 
the battle ot Shiloh it was clearly demonstrated 
that the Rebels were in our front, and Gen. 
Sherman states that he got breakfast early 
Sunday morning, and then rode out along the 
line, received a volley which killed his 
orderly, and at the same time saw the 
Rebel line of battle in front coming 
down on us as far as the eye could reach. 
“Al my troops were in line of battle, ready.“ 
This statement distinctly disproves the asser- 
tion made by Forstall that Gen. Grant’s army 
was surprised. Will any one credit Forstall's 
statement as against Sherman's? 

It must be remembered that as Sherman 
held the front preceding the battle it was his 
auty to provide against a surprise. This he 
says he did, and the public wil! believe tim as 
aua inst any lower officer or private in either 
army. Beside this, Gen. Halleck, in his re- 
port to Secretary of War Stanton, stated that 
“the newspaper accounts that our divisions 
were surprised are utterly false. Every di-

whereas Gens. Grant and Sherman both state 
that Prentiss was not captured until about 5 
p. m. of the 6th, and the official records show 
that Prentiss’ division lost, in killed 236 and 
in wounded 928 before be was taken prisoner. 
Besides the Confederate General L. Polk 
states in his report, that “about 5 p. m. my 
line attacked the enemy's troops—tbe last that 
was left upon the fleld—in a camp on my right. 
The attack was made in front and flank. The 
resistance was sharp but short. The enemy, 
perceiving he was flanked and his position com- 
pletely turned, hoisted the white flag and 
surrendered. It proved to de the por 
tions of the commands of Gens. Prentiss and W. 
H. L. Wallace. The former yielded 
to the attack of my troops on their rignt, and 
delivered his sword with his command, to Col. 
Russell, one of my brigade commanders, who 
turned him over to me.“ 

The fighting was continued all dey the 6th of 
Aprii, and our line was forced back steadily 
toward Pittsburg Landmg, but it moved in 
good order, and a half-hour before the firing 
ceased the eveding of the 6th our line of 
battle was more compact, firm, and 
better prepared to resist or advance 
than it bad been atany time during the day. 
Gen. Webster, with his twenty guns, was on 
the crest of the hill above the landme, and 
then came, in the order named, the divisions 
of Huribut, McClernand, and Sherman, each 
joining the other, the whole line two columns 
dcep; and I venture the opinion, based upon 
my own feelings at the time, that every soldier 
in that line of battle had vastly more conf- 
dence in himself and in the success of our 
army than he had when the battle opened. 

Forstali’s statement that as a matter of 
fact, by the evening of the first day we had 
driven the Federal troops across the bluffs to 
the river, where they were huddjed together 
like sheep at the mercy of our batteries, is 
an insult to every Union soldier who stood in 
that last line, and demonstrates that he is to- 
tally ignorant of what be is talking about. 
Gen. Webster and the gunboats silenced the 
Rebel guns before Buell arrived, and the rout 
of the Cenfederates, which took p.ace the 7th, 
was assured before the arrivai of Buell the 6th.

McCook Says He Will Tell His Side 
of the Shiloh Story. 

Saur Laks, Utah, Jan. 24.—Gen. A. McD. 
McCook, now in command at rort Douglas, 
said today in reference to Gen. Grant's strict- 
ures upon bim in the Shiloh article that ina 
few days he will, through proper channels, 
call attention to a few matters concernmg the 
battle of Shiloh and his part therein, which 
will show that what Gen. Grant says about 
him (McCook) in the matter is absolutely 
without foundation in fact. He says Gen. 
Grant has persistentiy pursued bim for twen- 
ty-two years; that Grant never saw bim at the 
head of his division as described, and that the 
attack of the Rebels at Pittsburg Landing was 
a complete surprise to Gen. Grant. He refers 
on this point to the published diary of Col. 
Jake Ammen, published on page 330, Volume 
pon Series I., Part I., Reports, of 
the War of the Rebellion, and other docu- 
ments therein; also, as the second day’s 
battle. to the reports of Gen. Sherman, Gen. Nel- 
son, and others, accompanying, showing the 
heavy fighting, and that McCook’s, Nelson's., and 
Crittenden’s Divisions did a decisive part of it 
at the very time Grant talks so confidently 
of being able to hahdie the Rebels with his own 
forces. After the fighting was all over Gen. 
Grant went to McCook at the bead of his line, 
McCook says. The latter said the enemy 
ought to be pursued. Grant said he intended 
to pursue them. McCook then reported that 
bis troops had marched all the day before

PENSIONS. 
AN UNUSUALLY LARGE DRAFT AT PRESENT 

" UPON TRE TREASURY. 
Wasuinoron, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The 
Treasury excess of assets over liabilities today 
was $143,000,000, or $5,000,000 more than the 
customary reserve. The interest payments on 
3 per cent and District bonds during the pres- 
ent quarter will not require more than $2,000,- 
000 or $3,000,000, and if the pension payments 
were within any reasonable amount a bond 
call could be calculated upon very shortly. 
There is, however, great uncertainty regarding 
the pension payments. Ih the Treasury esti- 
mate for this item $10,000,000 was given 
as the outside figure, but word received from 
the Pension Bureau today indicates that at 
least $15,000,000 will be wanted. An official in 
the Pension Bureau goes beyond this, and de- 
clares that the present quarterly demand will 
be the largest for a long time. The pension 
warrants for the last quarter aggregated 817. 
000,000, and it was owing to this great payment 
ot money from the Treasury that the last two 
monthly debt statements were so unfavorable. 
A repetition of the heavy draft is again possi- 
ble, and bond calls will be held in abeyance for 
the present. Secretary MoOulloch’s term of 
office so far has been marked by a singularly 
cram state of the reserve fund due to un- 
usu heavy drafts upon it. He is, therefore, 
very conservative in financial operations. 

THE MEXICAN BILL. 

The Democrats in the House continue to fight 
the Mexican Pension bill, and again today, as 
yesterday, they forced adjournment in order 
to prevent its consideration. They would not 
have eucceeded today, however, bad they not 
gained a new ally in the person of the Speaker 
of the House. The last vote on the motion to 
adjourn was a tie, and was therefore lost until 
Mr. Carlisle gave the casting vote in its favor. 
There is a strong suspicion among the Repub- 
lican members that the Democrats are not act- 
ing in good faith in regard to the matter, and 
that they do not really expect.the House to 
consider the bill. 

The r of the Speaker today on the prop- 
osition to amend the rules gives the Committee 
on Rules, of which he is ex-officio Chairman, 
absolute control of all pro tions of that 
sort. In other words, unless two-thirds of the 
House shall vote to discharge the Committee on 
Rules from the consideration of any amend- 
ment to them the three Democratic members 
of that committee can smother every proposi- 
tion to amend. 


| THE TREATIES. 
A DESIRE AMONG CONGRESSMEN FOR THE HOUSE 
TO MAKE A FORMAL EXPRESSION. 
Wasuineros, D. C., Jan. 24.—(Special.|— 
There is considerable feeling among Congress- 
men in favor of obtaining a forma! expression 
of the House in regard to the policy of com- 
mercial treaties and the power of the President, 
with the aid of two-thirds of the Senate, to 
bind the United States by treaties affecting the 
laws. This can be done by the adoption of a 
resolution like that offered by Mr. Hurd ves- 
terday, but limited in its scope to what are 
technically known as revenue bills and an in- 
vestigation and report by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee as to whether in its opinion treaties 
affecting the revenue are an invasion of the 
constitutional prerogative of the House of 
Representatives in respect to such bilis. As 
the proposition to offer such a resolution and 
press it to a vote has been favorably discussed 
among Representatives who are opposed to the 
pending commercial treaties—and their views 
are shared to some extent by men who do not 
on the whole regard those treaties as objec- 
tionable except as their provisions may trench 
upon the rights of the people's branch of the 
National Lexislature— the position taken by Mr. 
Hurd—ia support of whieh be has prepared 
an elaborate argument—that a treaty 
negotiated by the President and ratified by the 
Senate is a jaw of the land under the Constitu- 
tion, and that no action by the House is re- 
quired to give it effect, ie not shared dy many 
Co men. The stipulations in the proposed 
t with Spain and in the Mexican treaty, 
which require antecedent legisiation by Con- 
greas in order to make the treaty provisions 
operative, in the opinion of a good many infiu- 
ential Representatives, do not avoid or remove 
the constitutional objectons, although such 
stipulations are regarded asa partial recogni- 
tion and concession by the President and Sen- 
ate of the constitutional rights of the House of 
Representatives. 
The Senate closed its doors at half-past 12 
today, and Senator Edmunds continued his 
speech in favor of the ratification of the Nica- 
raguan treaty. Upon its conclusion a desul- 
tory debate took place, during which the mem- 
bers of the Foreign Relations Committee were 
questioned by others for information respect- 
ing the treaty and the relations of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty to the subject.

by a report from the Sub-Treasurer at San 
Frangisco stating that his vaults were all full 
of standard dollars, and asking for instructions 
how to dispose of the surplus that was rapidly 
accumulating.

Wientra, Kas., Jan. 23.—Tuesday, the 20t 

inst., Nellie C. Bailey, known as Nellie Ben- 

thusen, Mrs. Reese, Bertie Bothemly, and hait 

a dozen other aligses, walked out of the United 

States Court-room in this city acquitted of the 

crime of murdermg Clement Bothemiy. 
Surrounded by ber friends and relatives she 

took the train immediately after the acquittal 
and went at one to the little City of Halstead, 
where she held m impromptu reception of ber 
friends, relatives, and neighbors. Nellie was 
in high feather ind received many congratula- 
tions. Her father resides at Halstead, where 
he is a respected and well-to-do English farmer. 

The case of his daughter just tried has taxed 

his purse and aitention very considerably. 
Bothemly, the man she was accused of kill- 

ing, left a wife and children in England and 
came to Newton, Harvey County, where he 
first met Nelle. Bothemly brought to this 
country a trum full of jewolry supposed to be- 
long to his wie in England. This trunk was 
found in the péssession pf Nellie Bailey at the 
time of her arteet, and is now in charge of the 

United States Marshal of Kansas. Two thou-

‘Train—What the Men 
Call It. 


One Oar Orowded with the Dead, the 
Others with Mourners and Merry- 
Makers.

The depot of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad on Wells street, just north of the 
river, is usually crowded about the noon-hour. 
Oue reason of this is that an important outgo- 
ing train leaves every day at 12:30. This train 
ie a feature im itself. It performs one of the 
most important services which become neces 
sary to its patrons in the course of their wan- 
deringg between the cradie and the grave. It 
belongs to the class commonly called “ local. 
Sometimes it goes as far as Lake Forest, then 
again it stops at Highland Park. On the way it 
touches at several minor points, to which pas- 
sengers are carried, and this is why its real 
character and special services are generally 
overlooked. It has a specific name—a name 
often heard—and yet many persons ride on 
the train without thinking of or lating 
it. The number of cars which go out with it 
each day depends largely upon the sanitary 
condition of the metropolis. When the — 

beats u and the newspapers spes 
— — 8 diphtheria, cholera, 
or smail-pox, the number of cars mereases 
and often two trains instead of one leave for 
the same destination at the same time. As 
this noon n is only one ot the fifty-five 
trains which the Northwestern sends forth al- 
most daily it is no wonder it has escaped 
special attention. That there are many people 
passing to and from the city who are ignorant. 
of its movements may be readily ascertained 
by a visit to the depot about the hour indi- 


THE TRAIN I8 FOUND. 

Recently a reporter for THz TRIBUNE started 
for Evanston where a marriage was to take 
place at high noon. On arriving at the depot 
he found that he had missed the train be had 
expected to take. Making inquiry of the gate- 
keeper as to when the next train would start, 
he informed that there was a train that 
left there every day at 12:80. 

„Sundays, too?“ 

„es, every day at 12:30,“ was the answer. 

The “every day stuck in the reporter's 
ears. It was evident that all fears as to the 
failure of the train to keep its schedule time 
were groundless. The order controlling its 
daily functions must be irrevocable. 

Later on an engine and several coaches 
backed into the depot, and the reporter, on 
making further inquiry, was told that it was the 
ti ain to which the former reference haa been 
made and that it would take him to Evanston. 
It was not yet 12:30, but many persons who 
had been waiting around burried forward and 
took seats in the empty cars. 

MORE CARS. 

Presently the train moved out a short dis- 
tance, took on several additional cars and re- 
turned. A look at the interior of the car in 
which the reporter was seated furnished the 
explanation. All the seats had been taken by 
this time and more room was needed for other 
passengers. After a time there was a myste- 
rious rumbling sound ia the direction of the 
baggage-car abead, then other rumblings. The 
reverie of the reporter was finally disturbed by 
the actions of his fellow-passengers, who were 
alternately exciteg and curious, then silent and 
melancholy. Oue of the ocoupants of an ad- 
joining seat, a young woman dressed in white, 
and attended by several others gayly attired, 
sprang to ber feet with a scream and a look of 
horror as she gazed through a window on the 
opposit side of the car. The screim formed 
a high-note accompaniment to the singular 
rumbling on the outside. 

A GLOOMY PICTURE. 

All were anxious to know what the trouble 
was, and looked in time to catch a gloomy pict- 
ure. It was that ofa coffin heaviiy draped in 
black which two men were pusbing along in 
one of the large trucks commonly used for 
heavy Where it went or what be- 
came of it could not be seen. The young 
woman who bad been so badly frightened had 
become an object of sympathy.

The train was passing Western avenue when 
the conductor came to the door. After giving 
the car a sort of preliminary survey he pro- 


porter he stooped down and whispered some- 
thine which was not intelligible at first, but 
somehow it instant y revived the recollection 
of the black object seen on the truck at the 
depot. 

“What!” 

The corpse ticket,“ repeated the conductor 
— *, you are not the party!“ 

Soon afterward the train made 
Rosehill, where two coffins were 
the baggage-car, and two coaches, which had 
brought a large number of mourners, were un- 
coupied and left behind. Arriving at Calvary 
Cemetery six minutes later, three other extra 
cars were left, and four other coffins removed 
from the baggage-car. When the train again 
moved it consisted of an engine, a bagrage- 
car, and one coach, which was left almost 
empty on the arrival at Evanston. 

The reporter hadatalk with the conductor 
about the coffins and mourners he had brought 
out on his train. 

“Conductor, what has been the matter to- 
day? Is there an epidemic in the city?’’ 

Why.“ said he, that is nothing unusual. 
We brought out only six bodies today. Some- 
times the number is twice as large. Did you 
never ride on the funeral-train before?’’ 

Never.“ 

That is its name. Lock at the column in 
which the arrival and departure of trains is 
given in the newspapers when you get home 
and you will find that it says, The fuaeral- 
train leaves the Wells Street Depot every day 
at 12:80.’

“Technically the same train is known to us 
as ‘No. 31.’ Starting at Wells street at 12:30 
it arrives at Rosehill at 1 p. m., Calvary at 1:06 
p. m., and Highland Park at 1:55, Returning 
it leaves Highland Park at 2:20, arriving at 
Caivary at 3:06, Rosehill at 3:15, and Chicago 
at 3:45. There is no particular reason why the 
rtrain should go to Highland Park, as it seldom 
hae any passengers {for that point, and the truth 
of the matter is, I guess, it runs out there to 
kill time as much as anything else and 
to give the people who have gone to the grave- 
yards a chance to dispose of their dead. You 
noticed that we left the extra cars behind. You 
also noticed that we run at about the same 
speed as other trains; that we make free use 
of the whistle and tne bell; that, externally 
and internally, except as to the mourn- 
ers and the coffins, the train was like all 
others. Uuless we bave some intimation that 
the crowd of passengers will be extra large we 
usually make up the funeral-train of three 
coaches, a „ and the engine.

Frequently, at the last moment, a man rushes

“The affairs of the West Side Driving-Park 
are in such shape that until yesterday's sale is 
confirmed I cannot say anything definit about 
what we shall do. I expect the sale will be 
confirmed by Friday at the very latest, said 
De Witt H. Curtis last night.

SNOW CONTINUES TO INTERFERE WITH THE 
MAIL-TRAINS—HOW THE RAILWAY POSTAL 
CLERKS FARE. 

“How have the railway postal clerks fared 
during the recent Siberian weather?" a re- 
porter for Tax Triscne asked Superintendent 
James D. White yesterday. 

“Well, they have not fared as badly as you 
would suppose,“ was the reply. ‘* Tneir quar- 
ters in the railway-cars are made as comforta- 
ble as possible, and when they are not dis- 
charging mail at the stations they are as warm 
as they could wish to be.” 

How is it with them where they get side- 
tracked?” 

„O, they go prepared for that now. Bed- 
ding and rations are always inciuded in their 
outfit when the weather is uncertaiu, and if 
they happen to get caught in a snow-storm, or 
cut off from civilization by a wreck, they get 
their three meals and regular sleep all the 
same. In fact, they fare all the better under 
such circumstances, for they are then relieved 
of the necessity of going outside of their re- 
treat. All they have to do is to give us notice 
by telegraph of the delay as soon as possible, 
then keep close to the mail and wait 
until the way is opened by the re 
moval of obstructions. When a mail-car 
contains mail matter to be delivered to a cer- 
tain other car at a crossroad and that car hap- 
pens to be delayed the pouches are delivered 
to the first mall-car going to meet it. Pouches 
are never carried beyond the place where such 
trains should connect, no matter how short the 
time before the return, and mail matter is 
never allowed to accumulate in the’ cars, no 
matter what the condition of the weather may 
be, for long periods.“ 

“ne mail-cars seem to have been very ir 
regular all around within the last ten days.” 

* Yes; on the Minnesota and Wisconsin Di- 
vision of the Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad 
they have been detained for several days. This 
road through these States has not been open 
for three days.

RENT IN A BANK—OTHER OCOUNTERFEITS. 

Two counterfeit éiiver dollars, so like the 
genuine as to be almost indistinguishable even 
to an expert, were received at the Sub-Treas- 
ury from one of the city banks yesterday. 
They are made of an alloy of tin, copper, 
silver, and lead, of which perhaps as much as 
83 per cent is pre silver. The plate is taken 
from the 1882 doliar, and is exact in every line 
and dimension. It is a little light in weight, 
and the ring is slightly faulty, being of a higher 
tone than the mellow note of genuine silver 
doliar, and dies out sooner. In the parlance of 
an expert, the sound is more dead than that 
of the product of the mint. To the touch the 
counterfeit has no faults, and none 7 de- 
teoted by the eye, for the plating is silver 
precisely like that of which tbe coin of the 
realm is made. It is, strictly speaking, 3 
filled dollar, and is worth only about one-third 
as much as the genuine article, but would pass 
current almost anywhere. Where they are 
made and who handles them knowingly are 
things Capt. Hall of the Secret Service is anx- 
ious to find out. 

A great many counterfeits of tractiona! cur- 
rency are being received by the Sub-Treasury 
in the course of the redemption of small notes. 
The percentage of counterfeits in comparison 
with the total receipts is said to be out of all 
reasonabie proportion. Most of the littie bills 
have been well worn in passing from one inno- 
cent hand to another, and often the resem- 
bilance of the counterfeit to the genuine is 
very close. All these counterfeits are supposed 
to have been put into circulation before it be- 
came the law that drinks, cigars, and shines” 
should be paid for in silver, and the 
discoveries of counterfeits may be taken as an 
argument in favor of the change from shin- 
plasters to silver. 


CITY-HALL NOTES. 

THE SNOWFALL AND THE SEWERS—SCAVENGER 
WORK—A PROPOSITION TO PLACE CEMETE- 
RIES UNDER THE CONTROL OF THE HEALTH 
DEPARTMEDST. 

The Chief of Police, at the request of the Su- 
perintendent of Streets, has instructed the pa- 
trolmen to call the attention of the occupants 
of buildings on strvet corners to the fact that 
the piling up of snow at street corners and 
over the openings of catch-basins is Aot only 
a violation of the law, but may also result in 
damage to the adjoining property, by causing 
floods in the streets. The Street Department is 
making avery laudable effort to prevent all 
damage which might arise from asudden thaw, 
and requests people who clean their sidewalks 
not to obstruct the street-guiters any more 
than they can help. 

Ald. Doerner's proposition that thefcity scav- 
enger service be distributed among the differ- 
ent wards on the basis of thelr population ig to 
be discussed ina meeting of the Health Com- 
mittee called for tomorrow afternoon. It will 
be hotly contested by the Aldermen from all the 
wards which would get a scavenger service 
under Doerner's proposition inferior to the 
present one. 

Dr. De Wolf will tomorrow ask the Council to 
pass an ordinance which obliges undertakers to 
procure burial permits before they can remove 
dead bodies from the place where the death 
ocurred. It was only a few days ago discovered 
that the revised city ordinances contain ‘no 
such provision. Dr. De Wolf also intends to 
ask the Legislature for the enactment of 
a law which will place cemeteries within f cer- 
tain radius of an incorporated city u r the 
jurisdiction of the latter's health department, 
which law is needed to make a perfect enforce- 
ment of the ordinance above alluded to possi- 
ble. Besides he will sibmit to the Council an 
ordinance prohibiting people from using privy- 
vaults unconnected with the sewers in all 
streets that are provided with sewers under a 
heavy penalty. The same ordinance also pro- 
vides that all buildings erected on sewered 
streets shall have water-closets and no privy-

THE NEW WINGS OF THE INSANE ASYLUM— 
PHYSICIANS FOR THE COUNTY HOSPITAL— 
FEMALE PHYSICIANS FOR THE INSANE. 

The Joint Committee on Buildings and Char- 
ities of the County Board met yesterday to 
vonsider the matter of awarding the contract 
for building the second of the sixteen new 
wings to the Insane Asylum.

the proposed improvements in the wing, Mr. 
Hariev, representing Hansen & Co., should do 
the work according to the figures of the archi- 
tect. Mr. Harlev accepted the proposition.
